ine 100,000. Dr. Martin Brumbeugh, Re- 


publican candidate for governor, was 
elected by more than 125,000, and the en- 
tire Republican state ticket was swept 
into office in the election today, accord- 
ing to latest unofficial returns from all 
parts of Pennsyivania. 

This estimate is based on the heavy 
Republican vote in Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh and the sweep of the Re- 
publican column in such Democratic 
strongholds as Lehigh and Lycoming 
counties. 

A. Mitchell Palmer, Democratic candi- 
date for United States senator, ran sec- 
ond, with Gifford Pinchot, Progressive 
candidate, third. 


Changes in Delegation. 

The lead of the Republicans indicates 
that the Democratic delegation in the 
national house of representatives will be 
reduced from twelve to seven, the Pro- 
gressives reduced from seven to two, and 
the Republicans increased from seventeen 
to twenty-seven. 

The four Republican candidates for con- 
gressmen-at-large, T. 8. Crago, Mahlon 
M. Garland, Daniel F. Leafean, and John 
R. K. Scott, were elected, and the full 
Philadelphia delegation of six congress- 
men, Vare, Gresham, Moore, Edmonds, 
Costello, and Darrow, were elected-by the 
Republicans. 

The Republicans in all probability have 
carried into office nineteen of the twenty- | 
geven members of the state senate.

At a late hour tonight Democratic state

Greater Vote than 1912. 

Latest returns indicate that Brumbaugh 
carried Philadelphia by a majority of 
115,000 and Penrose by 100,000. 

The vote throughout Pennsylvania was 
exceptionally heavy, exceeding that cast | 
for president in 1912. Factors favoring 
Penrose were the operation of the Demo- 
cratic tariff, the liquor interests, and the 
disaffections existing in the Democratic 
party. 

Sentiment was overwhemlingly against 
Penrose as a politician, but, paradoxical- 
ly, it favored him strongly as an exponent 
of protection. Brumbaugh in view of 
his personal popularity ran far ahead of 
Penrose in many sections.

While the Democrats claim the election 
of Neeley to the senate in Kansas, former 
Senator Curtis, Republican, appears to be 
in the lead and may be declared the victor.

Progressive Vote Dwindles.

An overwhelming majority of the Pro- 
gressives registered their return to the 
Republican ranks. 

The house remains Democratic, but by 
a majority greatly reduced from the pres- 
ent margin of that party’s control in the 
popular branch of congress. Instead of 
145 votes in excess of the Republicans and 
Progressives, as in this congress, the 
Democrats will be fortunate if their ma- 
jority in the house of the sixty-fourth 
congress exceeds twenty-five. 


Underwood Goes to Senate. 

Champ Clark will succeed himself as 
speaker of the next house without oppo- 
sition. Majority Leader Underwood will 
take his seat in the senate, representing 
Alabama, leaving behind him the ques- 
tion of selecting a Democratic leader of 
the house, which may develop into a 
epirited contest. 

Claude Kitchin of North Carolina, rank- 
ing Democratic member of the ways and 
means committee, claims the honor by

Hull, Republican, 
appears to have won in the Second dis- 
trict, Sweet, Republican. in the Third, 
Ramseyer, Republican, in the Sixth, and 
Dowell, Republican, in the Bighth. If 
these indicated results are not changed 
by the complete returns, Iowa, for the 
first time in many years, will have a solid 
Republican delegation in congress. 


La Follette Man Is Beaten. 
According to the latest returns from 
Wisconsin, Gov. McGovern has been 
elected United States senator over Paul

Had it not been for 
the popular excitement over the war 
which deflected the attention of voters 
from national issues. say these leaders, 
the Democratic control of the house 
would have been wipen out and the Dem- 
ocratic majority in the senate consider- 
ably lessened.

Results of Popular Appeal. 

Out of the balloting in this most re- 
markable of off year elections, these 
facts stand out as the salient features of 
the result of testing the sentiment of the 
country: 

The Democrats received a qualified in- 
dorsement—so greatly qualified as to con- 
stitute a warning of future fate unless 
their performances between now and the 
1916 election inspire a greater degree of 
confidence. 

The Republicans regained much of the 
ground they lost in 1912 and are now con- 
fronted with the problem of finding a 
strong leader of their forces in the battle 
of 1916, 

The Progressives retrograded from sec- 
ond to third place in national party 
strength and now are brought face to face 
with the question whether Col. Roosevelt 
and the turn of affairs political in the next 
two years will revive the pristine vigor 
of the party of protest against the old 
regime. 


Some Old Guards Come Back. 

In many parts of the country the pre- 
dicted reaction from the demand for po- 
litical reform which swept the nation in 
1912 came to pass. A number of the 
marshals and privates of the Republican 
old guard, retired to private life for cause 
by the people in 1912, demonstrated their 
ability to come back.“ 

Uncle Joe Cannon, the most famous of 
all standpatters, has defeated his vic- 
torious opponent of 1912, Frank T. O’Hair, 
by a margin of 3,500 votes. Also listed 
among the winners in the incomplete II- 
linois returns are William B. McKinley, 
William A. Rodenberg. Charles Fuller, 
and John A. Sterling, all Republican 
standpatters who were swept out of office 
two years ago. 

Uncle Joe, who begged the people of 
the Eighteenth district to give him “ just 
one more term,” will now compass his 
ambition to round out forty years in 
congress. 

Other Results in Dlinois.

The reat of the congressional delegation 
unchanged, making the standing for the 
state four Republicans and two Demo- 
crats. 


Results in Congress Fights. 

Reavis appears to have carried his own 
county of Richardson, usually substan- 
tially Democratic, as well as the counties 
of Johnson, Pawnee, and Cass, while Ma- 
guire has fallen behind from his usual 
vote in his home county of Lancaster. 
The vote or Lyford, Progressive, is light. 
The few returns from the Fourth aw 
trict, compared with the vote of two 
years ago, show almost that Sloan, Re- 
publican, has won over Rhodes, Demo- 
crat. Sloan, who is also the Progressive 
and Prohibition nominee, appears to be 
polling the full vote of the three parties. 

In the Fifth district Barton, Repub- 
lican, the present congressman, is hav- 
ing a hard fight with Shallenberger, Dem- 
ocrat, and is not showing the strength 
he manifested two years ago. 

Returns received in Lincoln from the 
Second, Third, and Sixth districts are too

Bolled Caulflower—Experts in cook- 
ery disagree as to whether to put caull- 
flower to cook in boiling ealted water or 
in cold water. Perhaps there is lees of 
harshness in a caulifower when fresh 
or overripe if it is boiled in cold water 
slightly salted. Use two quarts of water 
to one large head and cook twenty-five 
minutes. Add a littl milk to the water. 
A tablespoon of sugar added to the water 
also improves the taste for some people. 
It must be carefully and thoroughly 
drained after it is cooked. None of the 
water in which it is cooked should be 
allowed to get cold with it ar in [ts flower- 
ets. If the head is broken into small 
pieces as soon as cool this will be avoided. 

Fried Cauliflower.—Bofled cauliflower 
dipped in egg simply and then fried, or in 
a frying batter, is very good.

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Music Library Attracts Public. 


Unusual popular interest was shown in 
the new music library opened yesterday 
at the Cheago public library. Con- 
siderably ever 100 special music cards 
Were issued during the day, and about 
200 volumes were taken from the room, 

According to C. B. Roden, assistant 
librarian, the music ig taken chiefly for 
home use rather than by professional mu- 
sicians. There are 2,100 bound volumes 
of music and 1,000 copies of sheet music 
in flexible covers. A color system of bind- 
ing is used for the advantage of those de- 
sirime the books. Vocal sacred music is 
bound in maroon; vocal secular in crim- 
son; piano in dark blue; organ in light 


blue; violin in tan, and chamber music 
in green. Ragtime and popular songs are 
barred. 


Special cards are issued only to those 
holding regular Ubrary cards. The bound 
volumes may be taken out for four 
weeks without being renewed and the 
sheet music for two weeks without re- 
newal. Overdue fines have been placed 
at 3 cents for the bound books and I cent 
a day for the sheet music. 

The first book taken from the library 
was Nevin’s Day in Venice.” There 
were five calls for it during the morning. 
The next four books taken out were: 
Finck’s “ Fifty Master Songs, Schu- 
mann's Fifty Songs,” Gaul's Passion 
Service," and Grieg's Piano Lyrics.“ 

About one-fourth of the volumes which 
it was intended to install have been omit-4 
ted for the present because of the Eu- 
ropean war. The selections were made by 
Felix Borowski, Karleton Hackett, and 
Glenn Dillard Gunn. A foreign room 
was opened in the samae room with the 
music. ‘I ere are 15,000 volumes written 
in foreign languages in the collection.

SERVIA JOINS IN STRIFE

LONDON, Nov. 8 —All hope of peace 
between the allies and Turkey appears to 
have vanished. 

The British have bombarded and de- 
stroyed the Turkish barracks of Akabah, 
on the Turco-~Egyptian frontiet; 15,000 
Turkish troops already are in Baeypt;: 
800,000 more are marching on Russia and, 
according to a Constantinople dispatch, 
have engaged and repulsed some of the 
czar’s soldiers. 

Servia has severed diplomatic relations 
with Germany's new ally. Theambassa- 
dor at Constantinople has asked for his 
passports and will leave for his home 
country immediately. 


Russia to Expel Turks. 

The Petrograd authorities have begun 
the registration and arrest of all Turkish 
subjects, This measure is taken previous 
to their expulsion, which will take place 
this week. 

Turkey has retaliated by holding sub- 
fects of the allied nations, pending their 
actions against the sultan’s subjects now 
fesiding abroad. 

It is feared in some quarters that for- 
@igners in Turkey may be roughly han- 
died before being permitted to depart for 


home of neutral points. 


Conservative Turks Fail. 

All efforts of the grand vizier to prevent 
the young Turks from dragging their 
country into the war have failed. 

Russia has replied to Turkey's apology 
for the raids of its navy in the Black sea 
with the fateful words, Too late.“ 80 
far as Russia is concerned, a state of 
war with Turkey actually exists. 

With Great Britain’s activities today 
and with France ready to aid, all hope 
here for peace has been abandoned. 


Fall of Akabah Only Start. 
The fall of Akabah marks the real be- 
ginning of the allies’ war with Turkey. 
It was at this point that Turkish cavalry 
patrols were reported yesterday prepara- 
tory to moving into Egypt. The soldiers 
were under Germans serving as quasi- 
Turks, and, British officials say, there 
was no course but to open hostilities. 

This engagement doubtless will be fol- 
lowed quickly by others in Egypt, while 
the former German cruisers, Goeben and 
Breslau, are likely soon to be heard from 
in the Black sea and elsewhere. Great 
Britain has long anticipated such a con- 
tingeney and has made preparations to 
check an invasion of Egypt. 


German Officers for Turkey. 

Meanwhile it is announced that Ger- 
many has been pouring officers and men 
into Turkey. Many of them speak Turk- 
ish and will command Turkish detach- 
ments equipped with modern weapons, 
which the Germans are said to have sup- 
plied. 

A dispatch reaching London today from 
Constantinople says that several hundred 
more German officers have just arrived, 
though a majority of them, it is asserted, 
are familiar with the Turkish army or- 
ganization, having been employed at the 
Ottoman capital before. 

Turk Troops on Move. 

BERLIN, Nov. 8.—Reports reaching 
Berlin from Athens declare that 18, 00 
Turkish troops already are in Egypt, and 
that the Turkish soldiers marching 
against Russia are alleged to number 
800,008.

Upon arriving at Akabah the cruiser 
Minerva, Capt. Percival Warleigh, found 
the place occupied by soldiers and armed 
natives. One of the soldiers had the 
appearance of a German officer. 

“The Minerva then shelled the port 
and the troops. The town was evacuated, 
and landing parties from the Minerva pro- 
ceeded to destroy the forts, the barracks, 
the postoffice, and the stores. 

There was some loss to the enemy, but 
no British casualties.”

British Submarine Sunk. 

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The British subma- 

rine D-5 was sunk in the North sea early 
this morning by a mine which was thrown 
out by a German cruiser retreating before 
British cruisers. Two officers and two 
men of the sixty on board were saved. 

The admiralty report says a German 
squadron fired on the British gunboat 
Halcyon, which was patrolling, wounding 
one man.

FIND GERM WHICH SPREADS 
GANGRENE ON BATTLEFIELD 


Americen Ambulance Corps Doctors 
in Paris Prepare Serum Which 
Saves Wounded Men. 


PARIS, Nov. 3.—A microbe causing 
gangrens to develop in bullet and shrap- 
nel wounds has been discovered by Drs. 
James Scarlett and Georges Desjardins 
of the American ambulance service. 

Previo€sly initial cultures all were im- 
pure, leading to the belief of scientists 
that the dizease was caused not by a sin- 
gle germ, but by a combination of germs. 
After much research and experimentation 
en horses and guinea pigs a single bacillus 
has been discovered and isolated and the 
serum is now being prepared by Dr. 
Henri Weisberg of ihe Pasteur institute. 

The discovery is expected in medical 
circles to have world-wide importance. 
The serum is being injected into patients 
on the battlefields in the early stages of 
infection, obviating amputations and pre- 
venting a great loss of life.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The German troops 
which for weeks have been attempting to 
break the line of the allies drawn up on 
the west bank of the Yser river in Belgium 
seem to have failed of their purpose, 

Official statements issued by the French 
and Belgian war chiefs todey said the 
whole of the left bank of the Yser to the 
south of Dixmude has been cleared of the 
enemy. The allied troops have advanced 
and prepared for crossing the river at 
many points. 

The Belgian statement says that the 
allies have found evidence that the re 
treat of the Germans was precipitate. The 
Germans were forced, this statement says, 
to abandon many dead and wounded. 

One of the more important advances by 
the allies was in the neighborhood of Ghe- 
lovet. 


Says Germans Lost 30,000. 
The official communication given out by 
tne Belgian generai stall says: 
“ The enemy has fallen back toward the 


east, abandoning his dead and wounded. 
Our advance forces, which moved towerd 
the Yser, are finding everywhere signs of 
@ precipitate retreat. 

A German officer confesses that the 
enemy lost 30,000 men, of whom 10,000 
were killed. 

“Our troops have delivered attacks be- 
tween Dixmude and Noordschoote. Be- 
tween Dixschoote and Zonnebeke the sit- 
uation is unchanged. 

“After violent fighting between Zon- 
nebeke and the Lys the allies maintained 
their positions except in the environs of 
Massines, ard at 1 o’clock Monday after- 
noon successfully resumed the offensive. 
To the south of the River Lys no impor- 
tant fighting is reported.“ 


Other Successes Reported. 
Other advances madg by the allies are 
described in the French official statement

They came on with the greatest bravery 
in swarms, only to be swept away byour 
fire. One battalion of their One Hundred 
and Fourth regiment was practically 
wiped out, some 400 dead being picked up 
by us in our lines alone. 

“ Incidentally by our counter attack we 
took 130 prisoners and released some forty 
of our men who had been captured. Itis 
agreeable to record that our men were 
well treated by their captors, who were 
Saxons, being placed imcellars for protec- 
tion from the bombardment of our guns. 

“On our left our troops advanced 
against the German Twenty-gixth reserve 


corps near Paaschendaele and were met 
by a determined counter offensive, which 
was driven back with great losses. 


Ruse by Germans Fails. 

At night the Germans renewed their 
efforts unsuccessfully in this quarter. At 
one point they tried a ruse which no lon- 
ger is new. As they came up ina solid 
line two deep they shouted out: Don't 
fire, we are the Coldstream Guards.” Our 
men, however, are getting used to tricks 
of this kind and the only result was that 
they allowed the enemy’s infantry to ap- 
proach quite close before they swept them 
down with magazine fire. 

Apart from the 400 dead found near 
our lines in the center, our patrols after- 
wards discovered some 300 dead further 
out in front of our left, killed by our artil- 
lery.

Will Attack Further South. 
The tumult of battle has rolled back | 
from the Belgium coast, and, after the 
apparent failure of their flerce assault on 
the English and Belgian lines around 
Ypres, the Germans evidently are divert- 
ing their attack toward a more southerly 


Much activity on the part of the Ger- 
man mobile columns is reported from 
Belglum, and there is evidence that the 
invaders have not yet exhausted all the 
resources which are being brought to 
bear in the campaign to cut their way 
through to Calais, 

The tremendous German assault at 
Ypres is believed by London observers to 


have been repulsed decisively. But this 
has been at terrible cost to the flower of | 
the British army, which apparently has 
suffered as’ severely as did the Belgian | 
forces which bore the first brunt of the 
seacoast battle. 


Must Reach Decision Soon. 

The fighting wall of West Flanders now 
has assumed a stage where the invaders, 
military observers say, soon must begin 
to fall back on intrenched positions unless 
some progress be made. No man, how- 
ever, can predict how many more troops 
the German emperor's commanders 
stand ready yet to sacrifice in an en- 
deavor to accomplish what is said to be 
his majesty’s supreme wish—to get to 
Calais. 

Some dispatches say that the emperor 
himself has been with the troops recently 
in their assaults in the vicinity of Ypres. 
Others say he iscoming soon. Whichever 
is correct, both the Berlin and Paris offi- 
cial communications reflect the extremi- 
ties to which the opposing forces have 
gone in their battle for the coast.

needed that untrained valor alone cannot 
gain the day in modern warfare the ad- 
vance of the Twenty-third German corps 
on Oct. 23 most assuredly furnishes it. 

“On Saturday, Oct. 24, the action on 
our right once more was confined to ar- 
tillery except at night, when the Germans 
pressed on, only to be repulsed. In the 
center, near Armentieres, our troops 
withstood three separate attempts of the 
enemy to push forward, our guns coming 
into play with good effect. Against our 
left the German Twenty-seventh corps 
made a violent effort, but with no suc- 
cess, 


British Take the Offensive. 

On Sunday, Oct. 25, it was our turn to 
take the offensive. This was carried out 
by a portion of our left wing, which ad- 
vanced, gained some ground, and took two 
guns and eighty prisoners. In the center 
fighting was severe, though generally un- 
decisive in result, and the troops in some 
places were engaged in hand to hand 
combat. Towards evening we captured 
200 prisoners. 

“Up to the night of Oct. 25, therefore, 
not only have we maintained our position 
against a great effort on the part of the 
enemy to break through to the west or to 
force us back, which was started on the 
20th, but we have on our left passed the 
offensive. These six days, as may be 
gathered, have been spent by us in re- 
pelling a succession of desperate on- 
slaughts.. 

The struggie has been of the most se- 
vere and sanguinary nature. Though we 
have undoubtedly inflicted immense loss 
upon the enemy, they so far have been able 
to fill up the gaps in their ranks and to 
return to the charge, and we have suffered 
heavily ourselves.”

URGES CLEARING HOUSES 
TO RETIRE CERTIFICATES. 


Withdrawn Before Opening of 
Federal Reserve Banks. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—Controller 
of the Currency Williams has undertaken 
to urge the clearing house associations of 
the larger cities of the country to retire 
all clearing house certificates before the 
federal reserve banks open for business 
on Nov. 16. 

Recent reports to the controller indi- 
cate that about $50,000,000 of these certi- 
ficates are outstanding. 

Minneapolis reported certificates re- 
duced to 200,000 and Chicago less than 
$15,000,000, but expressed the hope that 
these will be retired before the new sys- 
tem starts.
